A MAXIAO OX HIS MUSCLE.

From them sho wont to Negaimee, Midi., 
where she was obliged to take her bed, nud 
ever since she has gradually failed, being de- 
lerious most of tho time. Sho was brought 
home June 0, and since then her decline has 
meeu marked. 


Mario von Eisner, whoso professional cog- 


nomen was Mllo. Litta, was born June 1, 
1850, in this city. Her father was a poor man 
oC noble German birth and flno linguistic 
and musical accomplishments.

'— -Conliiicd_tq Four Towns So Far 
.--Caijro'-Tlirea'tened. 
NEW YORK, July 0.— A dispatch from Lou- 


don says: Tho troubles of .the ministry do 
not decrease as tlio session 
progresses. 


There is great apprehension as to tho spread 
of the cholera. All the reports come through 
offlcial'sources, and are believed to be much 
•underrated as to the returns of the number 
'of deaths; ';The:d.ist;qSo'is:.believed.'.to havo 
broken out among- the. J^pojis. in Cairo and 
Alexandria, At tlu> cabinet council it ivas 
seriously debated whether or not to recall the 
y,;holo -British : army from Egypt and send 
thorn .'to Malta '6r -Cypnis. The matter was 
referred to txird 
Wolseioy, and on hu 


report it was decided to retain them in Egypt 
for tho present. So 1'ar tho. disease scums 
chiefly confined to four towns on tho oastom 
branch of the Nile. ' In Damietta. about 1,000 
have porishod,.. ox1 about ono in every thirty 
of the inhabitants. At Sherbin, a small vil- 
:-lagoof mnd h'uts thirthy miles up tho Nile, 
there have been nine cases whithiri .forty-eight 
(xjmrs. In Mansurah, twenty miles further up, 
tho death-rate has risen rapidly from six to 
sixty a day. Tho town contains about sixteen 
thousand inhabitants, and fa a local centre of

Cairo, and 
should it reach that city a terrible mortality 
may bo anticipated in tho Arab and Jew 
quarters. Tho papoi-s horo point out that 
the disease was duo. in 1877, having appeared 
regularly .'every 'twelve years since 1781, 
spreading always 'to the west and taking 
about two 'years to exhaust itself.. The dis- 
ease is undoubtedly Asiatic cholera of 'tbo 
most virulent type: Most of tho, cases occur 
among tho poorer- classes, and a 'largo ma- 
jority aro, fatal. All the European goveru- 
ments.havo:established strict quarantine reg- 
ulations :as to vessels comins from Egypt.
